Monson, an ancient 
citizen of Portsmouth, 
whom it was impossi- 
ble (in existing light) 
to connect with the 
New-Haven Race by 
any relationship this 
side of the Atlantic. 

He visited ^ Ports- 
mouth and made a 
study of records there, 
and in neighboring 
towns, by which he 
was confirmed in the 
impression that Rich- 
ard was the originator 
of a distinct Race of 
Munsons.

It was found wholly impracticable to prepare an adequate 

account of the Portsmouth Race for combination with that 

of the New-Haven Race in one publication, and the effort 

was abandoned. 

Early in 1906, Mr. 
Albert C. Mason of 
Franklin, Mass., a 
druggist, who had 
the good fortune to 
marry one of the 
Munson daughters of 
Machias, wrote the 
Author of "The 
Munson Record," 
suggesting the in- 
quiry whether there 
might be some coop- 
eration between us in 
working out the story 
of Richard and his 
posterity. The pro- 
posal was welcomed. 
A new impulse was 
thus given to the 
ALBERT c. MASON. Undertaking, and 

again the present 
writer resorted' to the Portsmouth neighborhood for 
research, so that his explorations in that region have 
included Portsmouth, Exeter, Dover, Rochester, Milton, 
Concord, Kittery, Alfred, Wells, Scarboro and Portland. 

Mr. Mason continued his pursuit of knowledge with zeal 
and effectiveness. He has made discoveries of signal inter-

est and value in the field that has been especially cultivated 
by Mr. Munson, and two or three are of such value as to 
be deserving of distinct mention in this place. The most 
important part of what we know in regard to Richard the 
First's son Capt. James^ Monson and the first generation of 
his posterity is due to Mr. Mason's efforts. Again, my 
coadjutor discovered the removal of John^ from Kittery to 
Scituate, Mass., thus introducing us to an acquaintance with 
an interesting branch. Some very important facts touch- 
ing Robert of Scarboro, the father of Joseph, pi(Mieer of 
Machias, have been brought to light by Mr. Mason. To him 
moreover we owe nearly all our knowledge of William*, of 
Gorham, Me., great-grandson of Richard^ 

Mr. Mason designs to continue his researches, first and 
foremost in the Machias branch, the descendants of Joseph 
of Scarboro; and secondly, and thirdly (we trust) along 
other lines, as opportunity may permit and enable him to do. 
May the readers of this paragraph enjoy the product of his 
exertions in printed form. 

Sources of Information, — Most of the material of the 
book, and a larger proportion of its value, has been obtained 
from original sources. The raw material is scant, rendering 
the efforts of the historian exceptionally difficult. Stack- 
pole, author of "Old Kittery and Her Families," 822 pp., 
1903, says, "The records of the family are very meager in 
Kittery.'' In default of information, he devotes nine lines to 
this Family ! Titus, an antiquarian of large experience, with 
whom "difficult questions are a specialty," declares that, 
^'Material is scarce on the family." To these declarations 
every investigator must assent. 

Some information has been gained by personal interviews, 
but they have not been very numerous and they have seldom 
been very illumining. Correspondence, in several cases, has 
yielded very valuable statistics and other particulars of a 
general character.

Sundry Explanations, — I do not pretend that our investi- 
gations have been exhaustive. Quite otherwise. The mate- 
rial in my possession I have utilized in such manner and to 
such extent as seemed feasible and expedient. It has been 
my aim to use all I had relating to the first five generations ; 
attention to the sixth and seventh generations is more frag- 
mentary and selective. This work is an essay^ a contribu- 
tion toward the plenary work which at the present moment 
is not within our reach. 

As to form, the index-figure indicates one's generation, 
Richard Monson being reckoned as the first. Within the 
parentheses following the name of the party who constitutes 
the subject of a family section, is his lineage. 

The abbreviations are generally too plain to require 
explanation. A few of the most frequent and most impor- 
tant are : b. for bom, bp. for baptized, m. for married, d. for 
died, ae. for aged, ch. for children or church; ye denotes 
the, and yt that. 

Monitions. — I quote from The Munson Record : "That 
injustice to some of the earlier members of the Family may 
be avoided, it should be remembered in reading that one 
made his mark instead of writing his name, how different 
the customs then were in respect to education, and how scant 
the facilities, especially for girls; and in reading of such 
a use of ardent spirits as would now be disreputable and 
immoral, it should be remembered that the best customs 
of the olden time justified such use. Let it be observed also 
that any rudeness in the language of wills, conveyances, and 
other instruments, is usually to be credited to some uncul- 
tivated official who was employed to write them." 

Acknowledgments. — Among those deserving credit for 
contributions of historical information, Mr. A. C. Mason is 
preeminent.* Next in merit, perhaps, was the venerable 
William B. Munson. Others are T. V. Munson, Mrs. Eva

My debt to printed books is comparatively slight. The 
histories of FramingHam, the vital statistics of Scituate, 
and Who's Who in America, are the most prominent in my 
recollection. 

Very useful courtesies have been extended by the custo- 
dians of public records (civic) and those of churches. I do 
not recall any instance of churlishness in connection with 
these inquiries. Signal favor was shown me by Clarence 
M. Prince, town-clerk of Kittery; and I remember pleas- 
urably the friendly offices extended by the custodians of the 
State archives at Concord. A facsimile of the autograph of 
Richard the First, which I had seen while at Concord, was 
subsequently made for me by the gentleman who keeps 
watch and ward over the antique manuscripts, Mr. Ham- 
mond. 

As to the Name. — Before ending this foreword, it seems 
incumbent to remark upon the Family name. The New- 
Haven family, for five generations, all recognized as their 
surname, Munson. Only an exceedingly small percentage 
have deviated from the mode of their ancestors ; their mode 
of deviating substitutes o for u, thus — Monson. None has 
ever changed to Manson. 

Richard^ the First, of Portsmouth, always spelled thus. 
The public scribes wrote his name, so far as my memo- 
randa testify — twice, "Munson," three times, "Manson," 
and sixteen times, "Monson." There has been the same 
diversity through succeeding generations, both in the usage 
of the Family, and of public scribes. Many persons have 
been indifferent in regard to spelling, using different modes 
in the same document. 

In a conveyance to James, dated 1794, the scribe names 
him Manson, but a gloss in the margin explains that the 
citizen intended is "Monson"; in the third line below we

have James Monson; again occurs Manson; and twice 
again Monson! 

In a deed by which Noah* purchased five acres in 1802, 
his name is twice spelled Monson and twice Manson. A 
conveyance from Noah* to Thomas* in 1791, was signed by 
Noah as Monson and by his wife Mary as Manson. 

William**, son of the founder of the Colchester branch, 
used to say that some of the Munsons where he for- 
merly lived were called Mansons, but that he preferred 
Munson. The members of that vigorous division of the 
Family (the Colchester) uniformly use Munson as their sur- 
name, and the numerous descendants of Joseph, of Machias, 
have the same custom. The descendants of Richard^ the 
First dwelling nowadays in southeastern New-Hampshire 
and southwestern Maine, usually spell and pronounce, Man- 
son. However, the town-clerk of Kittery informed me that 
some of the people still call the name Monson. 

Mrs. Dennis Manson remarked to me, in 1906, that when 
she came to Kittery fifty years ago, the prevailing pronun- 
ciation was Monson. She appealed to her husband for his 
testimony as to whether such was the pronunciation at that 
period, and he replied with great emphasis, "Always 
Monson till forty or fifty years ago." 

''The Art Preservative.'' — In consequence of my advanc- 
ing years, I am very desirous that our knowledge of the 
earlier generations of the Portsmouth Race to which my 
labors have been especially devoted and for which I am 
especially responsible, should be put into permanent form 
by the printing-press, before it is practicable to complete 
the preparation of those extensive portions of the Family 
history which deal with neglected segments and especially 
with the later generations. Hence this publication, in 1910.

A list of "Reputed Inhabitants & free comyners unto 
y® yeere 1657," in the Town Records of Portsmouth, Vol. 
I, includes no Monson name. A division of land in 1660 
"to such inhabitants as hitherto had little or none given 
them/' benefited no Monson. There was Congregational 
preaching in the town as early as 1640 ; Rev. Joshua Moody 
began his ministry there in 1658 ; yet lists of those who sub- 
scribed in 1658 and in 1666 "to the maintainance of y* 
ministry" do not contain this name. 

The first record in which Richard Monson appears 
belongs to Nov. i, 1663 : James Drew sells Richard Man- 
son, fisherman, of Portsmouth, "All that halfe & halfend 
eale of all that Dwelling house & eight acres of Land, . . . 
in Portsmouth, & . . all . . wayes, pathes, passages, 
Trees, woods, und^'woods, comons," etc., etc., — ^;he con-

settlement was deigned primarily as a fishing station. Portsmouth is almost 
equidistant (about fifty miles) from Boston, Concord and Portland.

Of the three witnesses to this conveyance, James Man- 
son is the first, signing by **his mark" ; and the doings are 
"acknowledged" 16 Jan. 1664. 

This purchase appears to have been Richard's residence 
the rest of his life, thirty-nine years ; and depositions made 
by John Jackson in 1699 indicate that it was located "At 
the Water Side," in the vicinity of "a Little Runn of 
Water" known as "Richard Monson's Brooke." 

An interest in this property appears to have been resigned 
by Samuel Drew the next year for £22 : "All that Moyetie 
half & halfend «ale of all those eight Acres." 

Richard^ of "Strawberry banke, in ye Countie of portsm*^ 
& Dover," added to his real-estate 8 March 1670 by pur- 
chasing from Samuel Whidon a house and a quarter of an 
acre of land . . . "being Joyned upon y® Land of y® s** 
Richard Monson." 

The Congregational Christians of the community were 
organized into a church in 167 1. A list of 158 members 
bearing the date of this year has "Monson" as the 64th. 
Among the women recorded as members in 1699 was 
"Monson." 

"ffree Subscriptions towards m*^ Moodys Ma)mtenance 
for y® yeare 1671," began to be taken the 17th day of March 
at the Meeting-house. One will contribute "i bushel! 
Corne," some the same as before, or what they can, or will 
pay m' Moody, and two "will not subscribe." The sub- 
scriptions range from 2" 6^ to £5, Of 166 names, the 97th 
is — Rich: Munson, 5".

In May or probably June of this year (1677) "Richard 
Monson" was one of the appraisers of the estate of "Robart 
Monson/' Isles of Shoales. 

Thomas Rice in 1680 (June 28) conveyed to Richard^ 
Monson of Portsmouth, "fisherman," "a Tract of Land 
lying & being in Spruse Creeke in y® Towne of Kittery," — 
a transaction of much influence in the history of Richard's 
family. The next year, i6th Aprill, "Richard^ Munson, 
Jun'" testified that Rice gave possession of the land to 
"Richard^ Munson Seno'." Three years later (June 16, 
1684), John Wincall, surveyor, "measured and laid out" 
these thirty-two acres "on y® West Side of Spruce Creek 
upon ox point" in Kittery. He states that the tract con- 
tains "a little piece of Salt Marsh," and that it runs back 
"into y® woods a hundred & Sixty pole North Northwest & 
Thirty Two pole in y® breadth." 

In the Province Rate for the town of Portsmouth 
24 Sept. 1681, there is set against the name of Rich. Mon- 
son 4i 8". Town rate3 were delivered to the constable 9th 
December 1688, about 252 names being assessed, and the 
total tax amounting to ii02; sixteen persons paid pounds, 
the rest shillings; Richard^ Monson, g\ A month later 
(apparently), Jan. 3, 1688, there is record of rates "for 
Dischargein of the Prouence debts ;" R.^ M. Sen r paid i', 
Richard Monson Jut, 9^. 

The names of both Richards appear in "A list of 
Straubrey banke Constable rate for the Provence;" total,

In the winter of 1689-90, Monson was one of those who 
petitioned the Governor and Council of Massachusetts 
Bay, that they extend over the petitioners their govern- 
ment and protection : Mr. Monson signed by his mark, R 

The seating of the meeting-house was an important event 
in the times which we are studying. An assignment in 
Portsmouth was published March 13, 1693: eight men, 
including Rich? Monson, were located in the "5th seat 
before y* Minister;" and seven women, including "Goody 
Monson," were located in the "3d Seat fronting y® PuUpet." 

And now, 21 Aug. 1695, in the 32nd year of our acquain- 
tance with Pioneer Monson, we find him acquiring addi- 
tional real-estate. Read in Ports. Rec, vi. 89, the items 
following : 

James Drew of Portsm? .... sells Richard^ Mon- 
son "one Msuage or Tennement of house and Lands, 
Garden and Orchards" ... in Portsm. . . "part whereof 
Adjoins to the s^ Rich*^ Monsons Land where He now 
Liveth, and on^ the North w^*^ Side of s^ Monsons Land 
butting on a Point of Land on the East," etc., etc. 

It will be recalled that Monson made his first purchase 
(in 1663) of James Drew. 

The tract of 32 acres at "Spruse Creeke" in Kittery 
(adjoining Portsmouth on the northeast) which Monson 
acquired in 1680, was conveyed 15 Dec. 1701 to his eldest 
son John^,t (apparently not far from the time of his 
marriage). 

Mr. Richard^ Monson departed this life sometime pre- 
viously to the end of November 1702. His "Widdow",

John^, son of Richard^, inherited from his estate a fish- 
ing Shallop with tackell and furniture, — engaging however 
to supply his Mother with five cords of wood yearly "at a 
convenient landing place in spruce Creek;" Esther, a 
daughter, received twelve acres "in y® woods" ; and other 
sons, Samuel and James, are on record as making certain 
adjustments relative to the estate. 

The glimpses we have obtained of Mr. Richard Monson's 
life — or the last thirty-nine years of it — are interesting and 
gratifying. We are obliged to conceive of him as a man 
of ability, industry and thrift; evidence for this view of 
him is found in his very respectable property. The records 
reflect no blame upon him, while the indications are that 
he discharged his obligations to civil government and to the 
church with faithfulness. He made his mark, not only in 
signing his name, but also in accomplishing worthy objects. 
His character and career, so far as we can become 
acquainted with him, are highly creditable, and his posterity 
may contemplate their venerable progenitor with satis- 
faction.

At Spruce Creek. 



We have already seen, that in 1701, John^ obtained by 
gift of his father 32 acres in Spruce Creek, Kittery. 
"Rich?^ Monson of Portsm"*" proclaimed in the 13th year 
of William, sovereign of England, Scotland, France and 
Ireland — the 15th Dec. 1701, as follows: "For y® Naturall 
love I have and doe bear unto my beloved son John* 
Monson . . of Kittery . . in y® Province of the Massa- 
chusetts Bay in New England," I convey to him "my house 
and land in y® Township of Kittery aforesaid, lying and 
being scituate on y® South of Spruce Creek," — 32 acres, 
purchased of Thomas Rice. 

Signed with Richard's [^, and a witness is SamueP 
Monson. 

Just a year and one day later, Dec. 16, 1702, John* 
recorded an acknowledgment which is here quoted : 

"These may certifye . . . that whereas Richd^ Monson of 
Portsmo . . . late deceased, who died Intestate, and administration 
granted unto Esther Monson widow and Relict of sd Richd Mon- 
son: now know that I John* Monson eldest Son 

and heir to sd Richd Monson deceased, do hereby acknowledge to 



greater distinction of having been the birthplace! and residence of Sir William 
Pepperell. Moreover, I think no other town has numbered among its natives 
and citizens so many descendants of Richard^ Monson. 

t A Kittery record illustrates the importance of the fishing industry and the 
popularity of intoxicants a century and a half ago, to wit: — A town-meeting, 
30 Jan. 1755, Sir William Pepperell being moderator, complained of an excise 
on wines and spirituous liquors which had been imposed by the British Govern- 
ment: "Their trade and navigation ... is now confined almost wholly to a 
small fishery . . . their Sole Dependance for Introducing money to enable 
them to Pay their Taxes .... this now their only Branch of trade . . . 
[and the excise will have a] tendency to drive fishermen out of this town."

"Esther Monson his Mother also appeared, — also her son Sam^*

The subject of this sketch next comes to view ten years 
later, Sept. i, 1712, in an "Estimate of y® yearly Income of 
y* Real Estates of ye Several! Freeholders" of Kittery — 
John^ Monson, £3. 

Garrison Houses in Kittery, 1722 : No. 23, Richard Rog- 
ers, John Monson and family. 

Nine years pass, when these items appear: 

A List of horses Entered 1729. — "A Mouse Couloured 
Mayr, abo* two years old, the Top of Right Ear Cutt of, 
belonging to John^ Monson." 

List Entered Apr. 10, 1730. — "A Red Mayr with a white 
face about Seven Years old belonging to John^ Monson." 

After five years, in 1735 (Nov. 17), this man of the sea 
appears in the following: John^ Monson of Kittery, 
Province of Massachusetts Bay, "marriner," for £5 trans- 
fers to William. Pepperell of Kittery, "all my Part, Portion, 
or Proportion of, in and unto the Common & Undivided 
Lands within the Townships of Kittery and Berwick." Pro- 
prietors of Kittery, 1744: No. 8 in Rocky Hill Common, 
John Munson. 

In the probate records at Alfred, Maine, vii. 134, we 
have the Will of John^ Manson (margin, Monson), of 
Kittery, made in 1734 (Dec. 6). His son Samuel^ is 
nominated as executor. "Jan*" 5, 1747. S' William Pep- 
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lo Samuel^' s Family. 

perell* Bar? and Joseph Plaisted, Esq. appeared and made 
Oath that they were present and did see the within named 
John^ Manson, the Testator Sign and Seal and heard him 
declare the said Instrument as his last Will & Testament." 
The Will is said to have been "approved" Jan. 4. 

Among the items specified in the Inventory of the estate 
are his walking-cane *®/ and a warming-pan ®^/. The 
testator mentions his wife Lydia, son SamueP, son Joseph', 
and daughter Lydia'. One of the bequests is that of twelve 
acres on Spruce Creek to his grandson Samuel*, "the Eldest 
heir" of his son SamueP. 

Mr. Monson was a seafaring man, as we have noticed. 
His respectability is suggested at least by his relations with 
Pepperell, the most distinguished man of his age on this 
side of the Atlantic. More influential in suggestiveness to 
the same effect, however, is the testimony concerning the 
expensive, the aristocratic cane which is mentioned in his 
Will.

In 1883, William B.® Munson, grandson of Richard*, was 
eighty-two years old, having been bom Jan. 24, 1801.

Yet he 
remarked — "I remember my grandfather. He was a small 
man, and an old man when he came" to Colchester, "about 
1810. I have very frequently heard them [his ancestors 
and their collaterals] speak of The Three Ponds;" a term 
designating Milton, and still in use thereabout. The final 
migration of Richard was from Milton. It is improbable 
that he was a sea-captain, — as William B. supposed, 
remarking, as evidence, "He taught me to tie all sorts of 
sailor-knots"; the great majority of his fellow-citizens in 
early life were fishermen, sailors and shipwrights, and he 
might easily learn the arts of sea-craft without being a 
captain or even a mariner. He is described in formal 
documents, like deeds, either as "yeoman" or as "husband-

man." William B. reported that his father William** used 
to say that some of the Munsons where he formerly lived 
were called Mansons, but that he preferred Munson. 

Mary* was Richard*'s wife in 1761 and 1763, Feb. 17th. 
Her son SamueP appears to have died in childhood. 
Susannah was Richard's wife in 1780 and in 1810. 

His residence was in Portsmouth in 1763 and 1780; 
Dover (app'y), i77S-i778; Rochester (N. H.), 1797, 1798; 
Milton, 1810. 

T. V. Munson learns that in the Portsmouth tax-list for 
1765 Richard Monson is marked, "Gone." He re-appears 
in the list for 1772 and is present thereafter continuously 
until 1779. 

Mary* was made residuary legatee of the estate of her 
grandfather SamueP, by his Will of 1761. 

Richard*, yeoman, with his wife Mary*, Feb. 17, 1763, for 
£340 old tenor, sold Peter Shores 4 acres in Portsmouth, 
which SamueP bought of John Cotton. Richard and Mary 
subscribe by mark. 

This Monson was one of 497 citizens of Portsmouth who 
signed the Association Test, in 1776 : "We the Subscribers, 
do hereby solemnly engage, and promise, that we will to 
the utmost of our Power, at the Risque of our Lives and 
Fortunes, with Arms, oppose the Hostile Proceedings of 
the British Fleets, and Armies, against the United 
American Colonies." 

While still residing in Portsmouth, Richard* 17 March 
1780 sold Joshua Brackett for £6000 fourteen acres (with 
buildings) "lying near Little Harbour where I now live;" 
which land had been given "to my late wife Mary*, 
deceased," granddaughter of SamueP, — "and devised to 
me as heir to my son SamueP, a Child lawfully," etc.

A Committee divide the town of Milton into five school- 
districts Dec. I, 1806: "Lieut J. Nutes District ,,N° 2,, Con- 
tains the following Inhaibitants ....

Among the writer's recollections of 1883, there rises 
before him W. B.®, a gentleman of attractive visage and 
noble aspect, — one possessed of intelligence, strength, wide 
information, and that assemblage of qualities which brings 
things to pass — ^yet, withal, signally friendly and genial. 
Note how versatile he was — farmer, blacksmith, lumber- 
man, hotel-keeper, jailor, surveyor. He resembled the 
typical Munson of New-Haven stock, in having blue eyes 
and a nose that was straight and somewhat prominent. 

After the Champlain Canal opened communication with 
the Hudson river, William B.^ used to raft lumber to White- 
hall. — His resources were seriously depleted by his son's 
hotel venture. 

He related to his guest this incident: I owned a horse 
that was victorious in racing. He bore the name of "Ira 
Allen," and was a half-brother of "Ethan Allen." I was 
offered $10,000 for him. It was said that I ought to get 
him insured. I replied that I never had a horse die on my

hands, etc. About six months after a return from Canada, 
my horse died. 

This Munson, whom the writer remembers with so much 
pleasure, not only communicated orally enlightening and 
interesting information concerning the Colchester Branch, 
but subsequently, with the cheerful and efficient assistance 
of his granddaughter (Minnie), supplied me in manuscript 
with many important statistics. 

He wrote 13 April 1883: "I am very glad that you are 
making this effort ; shall be pleased to assist you at all times 
every way in my power."

In 1876, he removed to 
Denison, Tex., where he founded the Nurseries, which have 
been prosperous and are widely known, while his researches 
and experiments have given him fame. 



* One of th€ eleven, W^illiam Bell^ b. 15 Dec. 1873, has formed a MS. book, 
presenting in orderly arrangement instructive genealogical memoranda which 
had been gathered by his father. In our account of the Colchester Branch, 
there are interspersed a considerable number of details from this source, as 
well as from the generous correspondence of Chevalier T. V.'' M. 
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He has been vice-president of the American Pomological 
Society, V. P. of the Society for the Advancement of Hor- 
ticulture, and member of the American Association for the 
Advancement of Science. The World's Cotton Centennial

Note 
also as complimentary that Prof. Bailey's American Ency- 
clopedia of Horticulture has a section prepared by Munson 
on Viticulture in the South. His latest work, "Foundations 
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of American Grape Culture," was issued in 1909; it is a 
scholarly and elegant production. 

It would require a volume to recount the attainments and 
achievements of Thomas Volney^. In 1884, the Ky. State 
Agricultural College conferred upon him the degree of 
Master of Sciences; and in 1906, the institution conferred 
upon him the degree of Doctor of Science, the president 
remarking, "No man in America is better entitled to the 
honor."

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In the autumn of 1909, Waldo S.* informed me that it 
was the desire and purpose of his mother to employ a com- 
petent genealogist to collate the materials and reduce them 
to an orderly and intelligible form ; then a typewritten c<^y 
would be committed to the custody of the New England 
Historic-Genealogical Society of 18 Somerset St., Boston, 
that it might be accessible to all who should wish to 
consult it. 

In Feb. 1899, Mr. Manson sold at auction his very 
remarkable library of Americana. The printed Catalogue 
of these works, several thousand in number, fills over 500 
pages, and the sale occupied three and a half days. In 
their introduction to the Catalogue, Libbie & Co., the emi- 
nent auctioneers, whose sales of distinguished collections of 
books the writer used to attend thirty-five years ago, these 
men of wide experience say, "In completeness as a collec- 
tion of New England History, no library like it has ever 
passed through our rooms nor sold elsewhere in Boston." 

Even the Catalogue of this Library is a monument to the 
superior intelligence, knowledge, enterprise and enthusiasm 
of Alfred Small Manson.

Ecclesiastical Notes relative to the Spruce-Creek Region; and 
Notes relative to the Connection, Civil and Religious, of Isles of 
Shoals with Kittery. 

The inhabitants of th€ northerly coasts of Spruce Creek, finding 
the sanctuary of "y® Low": Parrish of Kittery" inconvenient, craved 
religious privileges in their own neighborhood. Accordingly, 
14 Sept. 1724, "Voted, That the Reverend M'. John Newmarch 
Minister of this Parrish Do Preach the one half of his Time in 
MT Joseph Curtises old house or in some other Convenient place 
near the head of Spruce Creek for y? Time to come." Forty- two 
"Decent," the first being W"? Pepperell JunT Of course no Mon- 
sons voted with these southern decenters. 

The following March, voted that a Committee pitch upon two 
places on one and the other side of Spruce Creek on which the 
Parrish may build two meeting-houses. March 9, 1729/30 there was 
a decided move apparently for building "a Meeting house at or near 
y« head of Spruce Creek." And March 23, 1747, "Voted that Two 
hundred & one pounds old ten' be Raised to Support a Minister att 
the head of Spruce Creek ye year ensuing." 



We have already seen that municipal authority over the Isles of 
Shoals has been divided between Kitteiy and Portsmouth. To fur- 
ther illustrate and emphasize Kittery's jurisdiction, we quote two 
items: It is recorded in the account of a town-meeting held March 
16, 1752— "William Keswell Chosen Constable for the Isle of 
Shoals." In a record-book of "The first parish in Kitteiy," under 
date of June 4, 1794, is this notice of a baptism — "A son for John 
Haley (Isle of Shoals) named John." (Note that Haley's has dis- 
placed "Smutty Nose" as the name of one of the Isles.) 
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MISCELLANEOUS MEMORANDA. 

Taxing Tools. — Sept. 30, 1763. "Rate or Tax made Tools 
and Estates Rateable in the Middle Parish in Kittery for 
paying the minister's Salary and Other Parish Charges aris- 
ing within the same at four shillings on Each Tool and Two 
Pence on ye Pound for Estates." Whole tax, £65. List 
includes Joseph Manson and Samuel Manson ; Samuel Man- 
son, Jr., was in the list of 1765. 

Aid for Harvard,— Belknap's Hist, of N. H., I, 98: The 
people were united with them [of Massachusetts] in princi- 
ples and affection. This affection was demonstrated [in 
1669] by their ready concurrence with the proposal for a 
general collection, for the purpose of erecting a new brick 
building at Harvard College,* the old wooden one being 
small and decayed. The town of Portsmouth, which was 
now become the richest, made a subscription of sixty pounds 
per annum for seven years ; and after five years, passed a 
town vote to carry this engagement into effect. Dover gave 
thirty-two, and Exeter ten pounds for the same laudable 
purpose. 

How the Parson was Induced to Change his Opinion, — 
In Drake's Hist, of Middlesex Co., the Rev. George A. 
Oviatt presents an amusing experience of an eminent pastor 
of the church in Sudbury. Mr. Loring's ministry extended 
over sixty-five years, and his life covered eighty-nine. This 
pastor was the father of Elizabeth, b, 1712, who in 1746 
became the wife of Richard' Monson.f Mr. Oviatt alleges 
that the f ollowii^ story is well authenticated : 

Mr. Loring refused to baptize children who were bom 
on the Sabbath. At length Mrs. Loring gave birth to twins 
on the Lord's Day. Thereupon the clergyman publicly con-

THE ISLES OF SHOALS, AND ROBERT MONSON. 

Out in the Atlantic, about ten miles southeasterly from 
Portsmouth, N. H., and Kittery, Me., are several rocky and 
barren islets — ^usually counted as eight — which are known as 
the Isles of Shoals.* All together they measure less than 
six hundred acres. Vegetation is small and scant. When 
the place was visited in 1623, by Christopher Leavitt, he 
"could see," he tells us, "not one good timber-tree, or so 
much good ground as to make a garden." Until rather 
recently the importance of the tiny archipelago resided in 
its fisheries ;t and its inhabitants were fishermen and their 
families, numbering at the most flourishing era (c. 1775) not 
more than from three to four hundred. Now-a-days, this 
cluster of rugged, granite rocks appeals to the invalid, the 
artist, and the pleasure-seeker. The jurisdiction of New 
Hampshire extends over Star, White, and one or two 
others, while Appledore, Haley's, etc., belong to Maine. 

About 1676, William Pepperell, at the age of twenty-two, 
settled at The Shoals, and established an extensive fishery.

A great captain of industry, he acquired wealth, and after 
some twenty years, removed to Kittery, where he married, 
and became the father of the greatest merchant and the 
greatest soldier in the Colonies.* Sir William achieved 
enduring distinction by the capture of Louisbourg. 

Some of the earliest footprints of civilization and Chris- 
tianity in New England fell upon the Isles of Shoals. On 
Appledore, the site of the first settlement, there flourished 
a hamlet which included a church, and an academy of 
wide repute. The historian Williamson conceives that the 
meeting-house oft Appledore may have been the first in the 
province of Maine. In 1642, Rector Gibson of Portsmouth 
was banished for two misdemeanors ; one of them was that 
he had performed marriages and baptisms at the Isles of 
Shoals. When Appledore decayed, A. D. 1700, the sceptre 
passed to Star Island, and to this day, the highest point on 
the island is crowned by the old stone church.f It was 
recorded by the First Church, Portsmouth, that July 4, 1787, 
there were baptisms of children in four families at the Isles. 

The motive for presenting these glimpses of the Isles of 
Shoals is not mainly their intrinsic interest, but the fact that 
they were the dwelling-place of Robert Monson, the first of 
the Portsmouth Race who departed this life. 

ROBERT MONSON. 

Our knowledge of this ancient citizen is derived from two 
documents which are preserved in the archives of the State 
of New Hampshire, at Concord.J They are quoted below : 

"23 June 1677 Granted unto Henry putt administracon to y« 
estate of Robert Monson of Isles of Shoales deceased. And Hen 
put & Rog' Kelley bind themselves in a bond of 40 te§ that s<* putt 
shall administer according to Law."

What biographical facts are disclosed by these records? 
That a Monson whose given name was Robert died two 
hundred and thirty-three years ago; that he dwelt at the 
Isles of Shoals, on a member of the group belonging to New 
Hampshire; that he was a fisherman, and dwelt in a com- 
munity of fishermen; that he was part-owner of a large 
fish-trap consisting of fences of stakes or wattled brush or 
netting, forming successive enclosures into which fish were 
directed by a prolonged fence and whence they might not 
escape; that he kept a few sheep; that we remain in the 
dark concerning his relatives ; that he died twenty-five years 
before Richard^ Monson. 

As to conjectures : For twenty-seven years I have inclined 
to the supposition that Richard Monson, who was one of the 
appraisers of Robert's estate, was Robert's son; possibly 
they may have been brothers ; we may guess that Robert was

a widower, that Eliza Putt who certified that the Inventory 
was a faithful exhibit, was Robert's daughter, and that she 
was the wife of the administrator. Hen Putt, and that likely 
enough the home of the Putts was Monson's home ; but we 
are resolute in affirming that family history must not be 
built upon conjecture. 

t^* Since the foregoing account was written, by the 
painstaking and fruitful efforts of Mr. Mason we have been 
enriched with discoveries of interesting and valuable 
records connecting Robert Munson with King Philip's War. 

Here is the surgeon's bill, as presented to the authorities 
of Massachusetts Bay: "What is due Edward Cliff for 
. . . curing Robertt Munson, his arme being broke and 
his hand being wounded by shott," £3. 

Deposition. — "Henry Crichett deposes that being in com- 
pany with Samuel Browne and Anthony Preston and 
Robertt Munson sometime in August last, this deponent did 
hear the said Munson say that Edward Cliff had cured him 
of the wound he had received of the Indians in the Country 
service." 

It is alleged by Bodge in his "Soldiers of King Philip's 
War," that Robert Munson serv^ed in King Philip's War 
under Capt. Samuel Wordsworth, in June 1676.* 

We cannot escape the conviction that the Munson 
wounded in King Philip's War was the fisherman of the 
Isles of Shoals ; for, in the first place, Robert the fisherman 
is the only Robert of that era known to us ; and, secondly, 
Robert the fisherman died the year after Robert the soldier 
was wounded by the Indians ; and, thirdly, the depositions 
of Crichett and Browne imply that the soldier Robert was 
no longer living. It is a respectable surmise that the 
wounds of the Indian fighter (acquired in June 1676) 
resulted a year later in the death of Robert the fisherman 
(which occurred May 10, 1677).

To Mr. Mason we are indebted for the earliest fact known 
concerning this Rcbert Munson, to wit: that, in 1703, he 
was a member of Capt. Preble's company of militia at York, 
Me. This town was the county-seat,* the county embracing 
Kittery, six or seven miles southwest, and Wells, twelve or 
thirteen miles north by east. 

Our first distinct knowledge of Robert as a resident and 
property-owner locates him at Wells, just referred to. The 
date is 17 15. Read this from the town-records : 

"At a Leagoll meeting of the frehoulders and other Inhabitants 
of the town of Wells on the : 23 : day of March: 171 1: then by a 
leagoll Voate — Given and Granted Onto Robert Monson & his Heirs 
for ever one hundred acres of Land and ten acres of fresh 
meddowe lying between Land Granted to Daniell Morrison and 
newshewanack Path, not Intrenching on any former grants; on 
condition that the said Monson make improvement of sd Land 
within two years from this day by settling, building, and breaking 
up sum part theire of, and Continnew to settle and dwell on the 
same by himself or sucsessers for the space of five year.s except he 
be Prevented by frensh or Indian Enemys; and on neglect of Per- 
forming the Conditions aforesaid, the land is to return to the town 
again." 

North-easterly from Wells, at a distance of twenty- 
four miles was Dunstan, known to us as Scarborough. 
There we find Robert in 1726, and there he dwelt ever after. 

There is evidence that in the same year he was witness at 
York, on the 14th of July, to the signing of an instrument 
by Benj. Preble. 

That Mr. Munson was active in business is hinted by his 
transactions in 

Real Estate. — May 10, 1727, Robert Munson of Scarbor- 
ough and D. Morrison for £40 purchase of C. P. ^2 of 200 
acres with J4 of a water-power on Nonsuch River in Scarb., 
where the two are obligated to build a sawmill. In 1728/9,

Munson bought of D. Morrison for £28 15" his interest in

with land. 

Nov. 9, 1728, Robert Munson for £12 conveyed to Francis 
Littlefield of Wells 10 acres of Fresh Meadow "w*'^ was 
given and granted to me . . . at a legal Meeting of 
the Freeholders ... of Wells on y® 23^ day of March 
Anno Domini 1714/15." The 26th of the same month Rob- 
ert Munson bought of S. W. "Tenn Acres" in Scarb. 

Jan. 13, 1729/30, Charles Pine, Robert Munson, West- 
brook Knight, and five others, pay £752 for 800 acres in 
Biddeford and Scarborough — "Beginning y® North East 
Corner of the Upper Chunker (so called) ." In 1744, May 18, 
Robert re-sells to the Rowleys for £200 his J^th of the 800- 
acre Upper Chunker tract.* The year of the Chunker pur- 
chase, Apr. 13, Robert purchased of Philip Call 70 acres in 
S. ; price, £12. The same year, Nov. 14, for £116 he sold 
J. Hill 100 acres in Wells. The April purchase of 70 acres 
was disposed of by Robert in 1732, Dec. i, to his father-in- 
law, Jonathan Littlefield; price, £12 .7^ 

28 July 1739, Robert, husbandman, and Abigail his wife, 
and R. Boothby and wife, convey to "our Loving Brother 
Pelatiah Littlefield of Wells," our part of the Estate which 
was our Honoured Father's Jonathan Littlefield's of Wells :

March 17, 1735, "Robard Monson chosen 
Tything man." At a town-meeting 15 March 1735/6 
Robt Monson was chosen the first of two field-drivers and 
fence-viewers. March 12, 1743, the town chose Robert the 
first of two "Hogg reaves." 

In the list of petitioners for settlement of Nanhagansett, 
presented to House of Representatives 12 June 1742, is the 
name of Robert Munson. 

Robert's name is found on the muster-roll of the Scar- 
boro section of Capt. George Berry's company at Falmouth 
19 May 1746 to 19 Jan. 1747, as quoted by the Me. Gen. and 
Biog. Reg. I. 97. 

Both Robert, sen., and Robert, jr., are among the men 
Listed in Scarborough 29 June 1747. 

During the warf of which the capture •of Louisbourg was 
the distinguished event, Robert was a member of Capt. 
George Berry's company, entering the service 3 June 1747; 
and the Captain directed Commissary Proute 29 June 1747 
to deliver to the Scarborough contingent the provisions that

Post-mortem. — Abigail "Relict of M'^ Robert Monson/' 
and the wife of Joseph, relinquish certain rights of dower 13 
Oct. 1758.

We are able to learn little concerning Joseph's career in 
Scarborough, except items relative to transactions in real- 
estate, and near its close relative to migration. We are 
informed however that he and five others were elected "Hogg 
reavs" in 1761, and that judgment for £12 14" went against 
him in 1764, the case being won by the Boston litigant. 

The first transaction in real-estate on record is dated 15 
May 1740, Joseph of Scarb., "Trader," buying for £30 of 
Thomas Mason of Dover, 100 acres of upland and marsh in 
Scarb. In 1743, Joseph, "yeoman," joined his parents in, 
selling 30 acres. 

Nov. 16, 1747, Joseph, "Marriner," buys of J. L. 80 + 20 
acres in S. ; price, £50. Dec. 12, following, Joseph Munson 
of Scarb., Mass. Bay, "Coaster," for £500 old Tenor sells 
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Joseph a Dealer in Real-Estate, 79 

Stephen, husbandman, the same. C. F., 21 Oct. 1749, 
releases Joseph's mortgage on 80 acres, given the preceding 
June 8th. In 1750 Stephen sold his brother ^ of two tracts 
in S. 

Joseph Munson for £8 sells 9 acres ; "begins at a Hemlock 
Tree markt J M & runs North East Forty Two Rods," etc. 
Date, 19 Nov. 1753. Wife Sarah subscribes. In 1756 he 
joined his parents in selling 20 acres and 40 acres. In 1758, 
for £16, he conveys to R. King 1% acres "on N. E. side 
of Highway leading N. W. from Dunston Meeting House." 
In 1761, he joins his mother in selling 40 acres at Callerum- 
bly, in S. The same year Aug. 7, for 76^ 13* /* he 
mortgages 36 acres "on each side Broadturn Road so 
Called" in Scarb. 

In March 1762, "Husbandman" Joseph makes a £10 pur- 
chase. May 1st, following, he sold R. King for iio fourteen 
acres of 100 bought of Mason in 1740; and 11 Oct. 1763, he 
sold the remaining 86 acres to King. June 20, 1762, he 
conveyed 40 acres, formerly Stephen's. Sept. nth follow- 
ing, for £20 he sold A. A. 30 acres. May 13, 1763, for £25 
he sold Edw. Milliken 25 acres. 

The latest transaction before his migration is recorded 
under date of 15 March 1765 : Joseph Munson of Scarb. for 
£9 sold Richard King 15 acres. Joseph Munson of Machias, 
"husbandman," 30 July 1773 for £150 sells J. B. 20 acres 
including orchard, in Scarborough. Aug. 11, 1786, Joseph 
of Machias, yeoman, for £6 sells G. S. 10 acres in Scarb. 
And last of all his dealings in Scarborough real-estate, we 
have: Sept. 5, 1791, Joseph for £20 sells R. B. of Scarb. 
40 acres. 

As already quoted, Joseph Munson* was said to be "of 
Scarborough" by a deed executed March 15, 1765. Accord- 
ing to Vol. iii of Collections of the Maine Hist. Soc. p. 220,

he removed to the Machias wilderness in 1765. It is in 
evidence, however, that he was arranging, with others, two 
years earlier, for an encampment there, agreeably to which 
the Maine Register for 1883 avers that in 1763 thirteen citi- 
zens of Scarborough, with three of other places, formed an 
association "for the purpose of erecting a double sawmill" 
in that far eastern locality,* adding that they effected a 
permanent settlement in May of that year. Munson was one 
of these adventurers. In the year of his migration (1765), 
he was one of six settlers who invited Capt. Ichabod Jones of 
Boston to unite with them and others in building a double 
sawmill on the west bank of the East Machias branch of 
Machias river. In compliance with a petition, the General 
Court of Mass. Bay granted a tract eight miles by ten for 
a township, to 80 persons, 54 of them being from Scar- 
borough. 

POSTSCRIPT. 

The adventurer who sends forth presently, one might say 
prematurely, the foregoing historical essay, dismisses the 
Scarborough Munsons to the cordial and competent atten- 
tions of Mr. Albert C. Mason, who will accompany Joseph 
to Machias and his posterity to the neighboring towns and 
to regions afar. In due time, it is hoped that the informa- 
tion which he accumulates with so much effort and self- 
sacrifice will be printed, and that the publication will find 
many appreciative and grateful readers. Such will hasten 
to declare that nothing previously done in behalf of the 
Machias Munsons has done so much to promote their self- 
respect and happiness. 

I have been desired to offer a little comment upon the rela- 
tion of the Scarborough Munsons to the Portsmouth Race 
of Monsons — Munsons — IVCansons. We have been baffled; 
as other investigators have been, by the great defects in the

records of that region two centuries ago, and indeed later. 
We have too often failed accordingly to bring out into the 
light a clear answer to inquiries like the present, Who was 
Robert Munson's father? 

Mr. Mason's efforts have carried our acquaintance with 
Robert back to a date twelve years earlier than my own 
researches had found him, namely, 1703. This was the 
year in which Pioneer Richard's eldest grandchild was 
bom. Robert at that date was of such mature years as 
qualified him for military service, which makes it easy to 
surmise that he may have belonged to the second genera- 
tion, that of Richard's children. But we have a good list 
of Richard's five children, and there is nothing to suggest 
that it lacks a Robert. 

I find no serious objection to the theory that Robert of 
Scarborough was son of Robert of Isles of Shoals. The 
latter Robert had died twenty-six years before the younger 
Robert appears as a militiaman at York. About a year 
before the death of Robert the First, William Pepperell 
established his fishery at the Isles. We may easily suppose 
that Robert the Second was a likely youth, and found 
employment in Pepperell's business, and when Pepperell, 
after twenty years, removed to the mainland, the young 
man may have accompanied him to Kittery. 

We have already seen substantial reason to suspect, 
even to believe, that Richard of Portsmouth was a kinsman 
of Robert of the Isles, in the fact especially that the former 
participated in the settlement of the latter's estate. 
Accordingly, Robert of Scarborough, granting the view I 
am proposing, is, without reasonable doubt, of the Ports- 
mouth Race.* 

This discussion is largely in the realm of conjecture. 
Other solutions of our problem might be proposed, but

none that I have considered seems substantial. Perhaps my 
tentative view can neither be proved nor disproved until 
further knowledge is discovered. But with our present 
light, the preponderance of probability seems to me to be 
that Robert of the Isles of Shoals was the father of Robert 
of Scarborough.* 



* The question concerning the relationship of Richard the First and Robert 
the First has been before the writer for twenty-seven years; and while the 
question is still a question, he is unaware of any facts or considerations which 
disprove, or even antagonize, the theory that they were brothers. Should that 
view be established, we have a dual headship for the Portsmouth Race.
